T HE Council’s vision of 
a media and technology 
hub on the Olympic Park 
came a step closer last 
week, as a potential deal was 
announced to broadcast Premier 
League football from the former 
Olympic Press and Broadcast 
Centres, in Hackney Wick. 

BT Sport - which holds the 
broadcast rights to 38 premiership 
matches per year, as well Premier 
League Rugby - could become 
an anchor tenant in the proposed 
iCITY digital hub, which 
overlooks the home of grassroots 


football, Hackney Marshes. 

The move could create 300 
jobs at the new channel, with the 
potential for hundreds more. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe, who has led a seven year 
campaign for a creative and digital 
employment legacy on the site, 
said: “I am delighted BT Sport 
plan to move to the Press and 
Broadcast Centres. This is the start 
of our long held vision becoming a 
reality. The iCITY hub will deliver 
a real economic legacy for the 
borough and its residents, and the 
BT deal is just the beginning. 


“To have Premier League 
football broadcast from a building 
overlooking Hackney Marshes 
brings together the borough’s 
sporting heritage and its Olympic 
employment legacy. This really is 
great news for Hackney.” 

BT wants to take 75,000 
square feet of the site, and could 
move into the buildings in 
February next year in preparation 
for the start of the new Premier 
League season. 

The plan is for football studio 
commentary to come from the 
Olympic Park and the BT Tower.

All editing and production will 
take place at the Hackney Wick 
site. Gavin Poole, iCITY Chief 
Executive, said: “BT Sport’s 
decision demonstrates the 
momentum behind iCITY and the 
progress we are making in fulfilling 
our commitment to deliver jobs, 
support enterprise and boost 
economic growth.” 

The London Legacy 
Development Corporation - which 
is responsible for the future of 
the Olympic Park - will consider 
the BT bid at a board meeting 
on 5 December.

Dr Kirsten Brown, GP 
and Clinical Lead for 
Maternity and Urgent Care, 
said: “The importance of 
early pregnancy care cannot 
be underestimated. Visiting 
a doctor or midwife right 
at the start gives women 
the best possible chance of 
having a healthy pregnancy. 

“Even if you have 
already had children, you 
should always aim to see 
a medical professional as 
soon as possible so that 
you are booked into the 
antenatal care system 


within the first 12 weeks of 
your pregnancy.” 

A doctor or midwife will 
discuss a pregnant woman’s 
health, including exercise 
and nutrition, and can offer 
support if they smoke or 
drink alcohol. 

They will also talk 
through any tests that the 
woman might choose to 
have, as well as help to 
make plans for the baby’s 
birth. All appointments are 
strictly confidential. 

If a pregnant woman 
is not registered with a 
doctor, or would rather 
self-refer, call the Hackney 
Maternity Helpline on: 020 
8510 5955. It is staffed by 
qualified midwives who 
can also answer questions 
relating to pregnancy and 
signpost mums to be to 
other services.

Football’s coming home 

THE news that BT Sport intends to base its new broadcast 
operation in the Press and Broadcast Centre buildings in 
Hackney Wick- now the iCITY complex - looks set to be a 
fantastic early Christmas present for the borough. 

Along with the Council’s Chief Executive, I have been 
involved in talks on this for several months. For a while 
it looked as if the time scales required to get BT installed 
for the start of the football season would render a deal 
impossible. We were determined not to let this one go, and 
we have worked closely with BT, iCITY and the London 
Legacy Development Corporation (LLDC) to make it 
happen. I am delighted that, subject to approval from the 
LLDC board, the plan looks set to go ahead. 

I have led a campaign for seven years to secure a long term 
employment legacy from the Press and Broadcast Centres. 

At Hackney Council, we always knew that a combination 
of affordable work space, unparalleled digital connectivity, 
and the existing tech and creative industry clusters in the 
borough, makes the Press and Broadcast Centre buildings 
perfect for a new media hub in the East End. 

Many times we were told it would never happen. We were 
told that the buildings were ‘white elephants’, to which 
no one would relocate. We resisted efforts to make the 
buildings temporary structures and to knock them down for 
private and unaffordable housing. I always believed that the 
potential was there for a significant employment legacy to 
be delivered on this site. 

In June, iCITY became preferred bidders for the tenancy, 
and they shared our vision. Now they have the first high 
profile anchor tenants on board, and they are on the way to 
delivering the more than 6,000 jobs that their bid promised 
for the buildings and the surrounding areas. 

The LLDC board meets on 5 December to make a formal 
decision on this. As a board member, it will give me huge 
pleasure to see this scheme considered this week. 



Stay safe and be seen on Hackney’s roads 


NOVEMBER was bike 
month in Hackney and 
this year saw more events 
than ever aimed at keeping 
residents safe while they 
cycle in winter. 

The Council, working 
in partnership with police, 
arranged free cycle pit stops 
across the borough with 
drop-in bike health checks 
and security marking, 


while a free, family event 
encouraged people of all 
ages to get on their bikes. 

Pedestrian and cyclist 
road casualties increase 
in winter as the morning 
and afternoons get darker. 
Residents can make 
themselves safer by wearing 
bright, or reflective clothing 
(or sewing reflective 
tape onto coats or bags); 


ensuring they have good 
quality lights on their bikes; 
and trying free, cycle skills 
training from the Council. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“Cycling can be enjoyed by 
everyone, no matter what 
the season. The Council 
is committed to getting as 
many residents cycling as 


possible and events like 
these are just one way we 
support this.”

N ewington 

Green Unitarian 
Church has 
become the 

first religious building in 
Hackney to be approved 
as a venue for civil 
partnerships. 

It makes Hackney one of 
the first places in the UK 
to offer civil partnership 
ceremonies in a religious 
setting, after the law was 
changed earlier this year. 

Prior to the change 
in legislation, same sex 
couples who wanted to 
have a religious blessing 
as part of their civil 
partnership ceremony 
needed to first attend a 
register office for the legal 
part of the ceremony, 
before travelling to a 


different venue for the 
religious blessing. 

Now a registrar from 
the Council will be able to 
conduct a civil partnership 
in a religious building, 
allowing the couple to go 
straight into a religious 
ceremony afterwards. 

Cllr Sophie Linden, 
Cabinet Member for 
Equalities, said: “We are 
pleased that same sex 
couples can now have a 
civil partnership ceremony 
in church if they wish.” 

Newington Green 
Unitarian Church was 
founded in 1708, and is 
one of England’s oldest 
Unitarian churches. 

Minister Rev Andrew 
Pakula welcomed the 
announcement. He said:

“We applied for permission 
to conduct civil partnership 
registration because we 
believe that same sex 
couples are equal to straight 
couples, and it’s only right 
to treat couples equally. 

“The civil partnership 
blessings I have conducted 
have been some of the most 
meaningful occasions of my 
ministry. Often, the couples 
have been together a long 
time and never imagined a 
religious institution would 
have them - much less bless 


their relationship.” 

Since civil partnerships 
were introduced in 2005, 
Hackney has welcomed 
more than 500 same-sex 
couples to the borough to 
form their partnerships.

Hoxton Hall receives £1 .8m 

HOXTON Hall in Shoreditch has received almost 
£1.8million in funding. 

The grant, from the Heritage Lottery Fund (HLF), will 
enable crucial preservation and restoration work to go 
ahead at the unique 149-year-old musical hall. 

The Grade II* listed building was built in 1 863 and is one of 
only four theatres of that era that still survive in the UK. 
Hoxton Hall Group Director, Hayley White, said: “We 
will commence restoring and modernising to ensure 
the building is fit for purpose and curate a permanent 
exhibition from our archive celebrating the culture of the 
East End, so that we can welcome over 40,000 visitors per 
year. Exciting times.” 

Hoxton Hall is part of the Young Hackney programme that 
inspires creativity and self-expression in young people 
through its theatre and heritage activities.

Over 400 new homes to be built in Hackney 


PLANS for more than 400 
new homes in Hackney 
have been approved as part 
of Council programmes to 
regenerate the borough’s 
housing estates. 

The regeneration of 
Bridge House and Marian 
Court received planning 
permission on 7 November 
to demolish the current 
blocks of 135 homes and 


instead provide 194 - 
including for social renting 
and shared ownership, 
family-sized homes, 
retail space and a new 
community centre. 

A developer partner is 
currently being sought by 
the Council, while tenants 
are being re-housed locally 
with the right to return 
to a new home when the 


development is complete. 

The second phase of the 
regeneration of the Colville 
Estate also received 
planning permission to 
provide 113 homes for 
social renting, 34 for 
shared ownership, and 62 
for private sale, as well as 
a community centre, retail 
space, and landscaping 
including a play area. 


Cllr Karen Alcock, 
Deputy Mayor of 
Hackney, said: “This is 
another step forward for 
the Council’s pledge to 
provide modern homes 
and community facilities 
for residents. 

“I would also like to 
thank residents for helping 
make the regeneration of 
where they live possible.”

A N Olympic venue, 
a community hub, 
and a school were 
all winners at 
the prestigious Hackney 
Design Awards 2012. 

The 2012 Handball 
Arena and Hackney 
Marshes Centre were 
selected as winners by a 
panel of judges made up 
of experts in development 
and the built environment, 
including award- 
winning architects and a 
development expert from 
English Heritage. 

Nicknamed the ‘Copper 
Box’, the 2012 Handball 
Arena is one of only four 
permanent venues on the 
Olympic Park and is the 
third largest indoor arena 
in London. 

Designed by Make, 
the judges praised 
the structure for its 
‘overwhelming design 
poise and control’. 

The Stanton Williams- 
designed Hackney 
Marshes Centre was 
also chosen as a winning 
building in a unanimous 
decision by judges. 

The Urswick School was 
crowned winner of the 
People’s Choice Award, 
voted for by residents and 
visitors from a short list 
of 19 buildings or public 
spaces in Hackney. 

Avanti architects were 
commissioned to design 
the 750 pupil secondary 
school as part of the 
Council’s Building Schools 
for the Future programme. 

Richard Brown, head 
teacher at Urswick School, 
said: “We’re delighted 
to win, it’s testament to 
the level of support the 
children have for their 
new school.

J IM Campbell still 
vividly remembers 
the day Neville 
Chamberlain 
announced on the radio 
that Britain was at war. 

The long-time resident 
was a child in Hackney 
during the Second World 
War, and was twice buried 
alive with his family in 
rubble and debris from 
German bombing. 

He says: “I don’t know 
how we coped, I’m still 
coping with the things that 
happened in my life then.” 

At the time, he attended 
Stoke Newington Central 
School; his mother was in 
charge of a First Aid post 
in Clissold Park, while 
his father drove a British 
Legion poppy lorry. Indeed, 
his family were among the 
thousands glued to the radio 
for updates, using maps 
marked with mini flags to 
track the war effort. 

He continues: “When I 
was 13, 1 was evacuated 
with my two brothers - one 
on each hand - to Rugby, 
and put in somewhere that 
resembled a cattle market. 
People picked the children 
they wanted and took them 
to their villages.” 

On 14 November 1940, 
during his stay with a 
family, he visited a show 
in Coventry. He recalls: 
“Suddenly the bombing 
started. We went down to 
the cellars and sang Gilbert 
and Sullivan songs all night 
with the cast to keep our 
spirits up. When we came 
up there was nothing there. 
No houses, nothing.” 

That was the most 
devastating night of the 
Coventry Blitz: 515 German 
planes peppered the city 
with bombs, destroying 
4,000 homes and damaging 
two thirds of the city. 


Jim and his brothers 
returned to their parents 
in London shortly after, 
but were bombed again in 
Albion Road. 

He says: “It felt as if 
the bombs followed us 

- anywhere we went the 
bombing would start.” 

The 8 5 -year-old recalls: 
“Through the rubble I 
heard a faint voice echoing 
through the house. It was 
my father, calling out our 
names - we thought it was 
a ghost’s voice calling. He’d 
actually gone through the 
bedroom wall and was 
buried under the bathtub. 
He was buried three times 
through the wars.” 

On this occasion Jim 
himself was covered in 
broken glass - and naked 

- though he still can’t 
remember why. He recalls 
one of the men who rescued 
him asking him whether he 
always ‘dressed’ like that. “I 
didn’t even realise I had no 
clothes on,” he smiles. 

About another bombing, 
Jim says: “Once we were 
listening to Bing Crosby on 
the radio in another house 
on De Beauvoir Road and 
a land mine went off in 
the next road, making my 
mother drop a tray of china 
just when the song ended. 

“We all started to laugh 
as the bombs were just 
everywhere we went. 

We spent a lot of time 
laughing - sometimes 
we cried but mostly we 
laughed,” he adds. 

A couple of years later Jim 
joined the war effort as an 


intelligence spy pretending 
to be a displaced civilian in 
Germany. He reveals: “My 
German was good at the 
time - but not good enough 
to pass as a native so I 
pretended to be Polish. 

“There were piles of 
rubble all over the country; 
people came out of holes 
that were their homes and 
went about their lives in 
the morning then returned 
there at night.” 

When the war ended, 

Jim remained in Germany, 
running his own school 
for British soldiers with no 
reading or writing skills. 

He later returned to Stoke 
Newington to teach PE and 
English as a second language 
in the borough. “I loved 
teaching and still get over 
150 cards each Christmas 
from old pupils,” says Jim. 

Today, the retired teacher 
is about to move into a 
new home in Woodberry 
Down as part of the Council 
regeneration of the estate. 

Yet thoughts often return 
to the past: “Remembrance 
Sunday reminds me of my 
dad in his poppy lorry. 
Delivering, knocking on the 
door on 10 Downing Street, 
Christmas parties and 
staying up late at night. 

“I was taken back to the 
factory where he worked 
recently and they still have 
a picture of him on the 
wall: black hair and very 
handsome. It was the first 
day the poppy factory 
opened. Poppy day is the 
most important day of the 
year for me.”

Q: I remember reading that changes were going to be 
made to recycling collections in Hackney. My green box 
is always overflowing - can you tell me when the new 
sacks are going to be brought in? 

A: New collections will be introduced from 1 March next 
year. The Council will give residents green sacks in place 
of their current boxes and is asking people to put all their 
recyclable materials into the bags, tie them up and leave 
them out to be collected. 


ZONE 


Residents can put more than one bag out at a time, so they 
can recycle as much as they want. 

People living in Cazenove ward have been using this system 
since 201 1 and their feedback so far has been 
very positive, with 68 per cent of residents 
saying the new collections made recycling 
easier. The scheme also resulted in a 26 per 
cent increase in the amount of recycling 
collected. 

The Council will be communicating more 
about the changes to residents in the 
New Year and will distribute sacks in 
advance, ready to use from 1 March.

A TRIAL speed limit 
is set to be adopted 
on major roads 
shared by Hackney 
and Islington councils, in a 
bid to increase road safety 
and improve quality of life 
for residents. 

Following a decision to 
introduce a 20mph limit 
on all residential roads, 
Hackney has now agreed 
to work with Islington on 
a pilot scheme for main 
intersecting roads between 
the two boroughs, 
including Green Lanes, 
Balls Pond Road and 
Blackstock Road. 

The number of traffic 
accidents in the 20mph 
zones has fallen by 50 
per cent since the speed 
limit was introduced in 


Hackney five years ago. 

It is hoped that by 
extending the scheme to 
major roads similar results 
can be achieved. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 

“By working with our 
neighbours in Islington, 
we will be able to test 
how these speed limits 
can be enforced and their 
effectiveness in reducing 
traffic speeds, noise and 
air pollution.” 

Signage on shared roads 
will indicate the revised 
limits, while no new traffic 
calming or speed bumps 
are planned for affected 
streets. Where speed limits 
are consistently broken 
residents may be consulted 


by the councils on any 
additional measures. 

Over the next year, 
Hackney will assess the 
effectiveness of the speed 
limits on the roads it 
shares with Islington, 
to check they are self 
enforcing, although 
the police will assist 
with enforcement in 
problem areas. 

Andy Walker, Chief 
Inspector for Hackney 
police, said: “The 20mph 
zones should be self 


enforcing through the 
design and layout of the 
roads, but if there are 
problems with speeding 
in particular locations - 
such as outside schools 
- then police enforcement 
remains an option.”

The apprenticeships 
will give 500 young 
people, aged 16 to 24, the

The full-time 15 month 
apprenticeships will 
be taught at Hackney 
Community College and 
are funded by the Council 
and Government.

New endoscopy unit 


Free vitamin D tablets for new 
mums and young children 


FREE vitamins are being 
distributed to pregnant 
women and children 
under five across 
the borough in a 
drive to give all a 
health boost. 

Called ‘A Healthy Start For AH’, 
the local NHS scheme aims to increase vitamin D levels in 
women who are pregnant, or have a child under a year old, 
and in all children under five. 

Vitamin D encourages the absorption of calcium to help 
form and maintain strong bones. It also improves muscle 
strength, the immune system, and can reduce the risk of 
skin damage and cancer. 

Sunlight - the natural source of vitamin D - is difficult 
to gain in winter months, so the tablets can be an 
important supplement to the growth of unborn and 
very young children. 

To claim the free vitamins people should ask their GP, 
midwife or health visitor to complete a registration form to 
take to their local pharmacy. 

Once registered, collect the supplements every eight 
weeks from any pharmacy in Hackney or the City. 

The vitamins are suitable for vegetarians and free from 
milk, egg, gluten, soya and peanut residues. Some people 
in Hackney may also be eligible for the national Healthy 
Start scheme and be able to collect food vouchers.

Residents warned to stay vigilant due to spread of sickness bug

THE NHS is advising 
residents to practise hand 
and food hygiene to help 
prevent the spread of 
sickness bug norovirus. 

The ‘winter vomiting 
bug’ is highly contagious, 
affecting people of all ages 
and can be transmitted 
through water, food, air or 



person-to-person contact. 
Cases have risen across the 
country in the last 
couple of weeks. 

Symptoms 
include a 
sudden onset 
of diarrhoea 
or vomiting 
that can last 
between one and 
three days. Some people 
may also have headaches, 


raised temperature and 
aching limbs. 

If you - or anyone 
you know - may 
be suffering 
from these 
symptoms 
the NHS 
recommends 
drinking 
enty of fluids, 
minimising contact with 
other people and to stay at 


home until the signs have 
gone for at least two days. 
Children and older people 
may also need medical 
treatment as they are more 
prone to dehydration. 

People suffering from the 
bug are also advised to eat 
foods that are easy to digest, 
such as soup. 

Preventative measures 
involve washing hands 
regularly with soap and 


water and increased 
cleaning, especially of toilets 
taps and door handles. 

Dr May Cahill, medical 
director for NHS North 
East London and the City 
said: “Wash your hands 
regularly with soap and 
water, but even more so 
during the winter.”

BEE THE WORLD fAON A NEW ANGLE, 
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have moulded the ideas 
of humanity into their 
present-day groove. 

“By comparison with 
the possibilities of life 
under the conditions of 
the system that I envisage, 
the present social and 
economic system stands 
self-condemned.

There were many other 
aspects to Israel’s life, 
beyond the local chemist 
and businessman and 
socialist thinker. He was 
also active in local affairs, 
taking a great interest in 
the history of Hackney. 

His archive contains many

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etc., would be owned by 
everyone, and goods would 
be produced for free, to 
be distributed according 
to need. 

In the preface the author 
writes: “I am one of the 
men in the street; one 
of the many, not one of 
the few; one of the ten 
million, and not one of the 
upper ten, but one who 
perhaps has taken a shade 
more interest in the forces 
mechanical and social that 


research notes and articles 
on different aspects of local 
history, as well as a note 
about the founding in 
1985 of the Friends of 
Hackney Archives. 

He was also a founder 
member of both the 
Hackney Society and 
the Victoria Park Society. 
He lived with his eldest 
sister for many years in 
Skipworth Road and 
died after a short illness 
in 1986. 


T HE vast majority 
of Hackney folk 
do not leave 
archives for future 
generations to learn about 
their lives. On the rare 
occasion when this does 
happen however, it can 
provide a fascinating 
glimpse into not just one 
person’s life, but also 
places and times gone by. 

Israel Renson was 
one such person. Born 
in Scarborough Street, 
Stepney, in 1906, he was 
one of six children of 
Jewish immigrants from 
Russia. His father first 
came to this country in 
about 1890 to minister a 
congregation in Bath. 

After a dispute over 
religious orthodoxy he 
left in 1892 and came to 
London, initially settling in 
Tower Hamlets. 

The family moved to 
Dalston in 1910. Israel 
attended Sigdon Road 
School until 1916, and 
then Dalston Central 
School. One of his older 
brothers, who was already 
working, contributed to 
the family income so that 
Israel could stay at school 
until he was 16. 

Israel was apprenticed 
to Daniel Vahrman, a 
chemist in Fournier Street, 
just off Brick Lane, in 
February 1923 and started 
studying for examinations 
to become a qualified 
pharmacist in 1924. 

He fitted his studying 
around his working hours, 
attending evening classes at 
Chelsea Polytechnic. 

After leaving Daniel 
Vahrman’s 
business in 
1926, Israel 
qualified as 
a chemist 
in July 
1927, and 
worked in 
Well Street 
from 1927 to 
1935. 

He was then 
able to start up his 
own business in Classic 
Mansions, on the south 
side of Well Street. He ran 
this business until 1959. 



Apart from his 
professional life, Israel was 
also interested in politics, 
and attended political 
meetings in the East End 
from 1919 onwards. 

He never joined any 
political parties, but 

maintained strong 
sympathies 
with the 
Socialist 
Party of 
Great 
Britain 
throughout 
his life. 

He was 
working with 
Daniel Vahrman 
at the time of the 
General Strike in 
May 1926 and was 
strongly supportive of the 
strikers’ cause. 
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Israel began to develop 
his socialist beliefs and 
ideas in discussion with 
friends and colleagues. 

At around the time of 
the outbreak of the Second 
World War, one of these 
friends began to write 
down some of the ideas 
that had come up in their 
discussions. He handed the 
notes to Israel, saying that 
he had written as much 
as he could, and Israel 
worked on the text during 
the war, editing it and 
adding new chapters. 

After unsuccessfully 


trying a number of 
publishers, Israel spoke 
to a local box maker, 
Labworth’s, in Tudor 
Road, who agreed to 
print the book - which 
was published under the 
pseudonym ‘Philoren’ and 
entitled, ‘Money Must Go’. 

The theory outlined 
was that a ‘world 
commonwealth’ should 
be developed, in which 
money was abolished, 
the methods by which 
goods were produced 
and transported, such as 
factories, mines, railways

Gambling policy 

BETWEEN July and 
September this year, the 
Council asked residents, 
businesses and the 
gambling industry to have 
their say on Hackney’s 
Gambling Policy. 

A review of the policy, 
which sets out the principles 
to be applied when 
determining gambling 
applications for a gambling 
licence, has to be carried out 
by local authorities at least 


The policy is based on 
guidance from the 
Gambling Commission and 
the Council’s licensing 
objectives, which are: 

• To prevent gambling 
from being a source of 
crime or disorder, being

When your GP practice is closed, you should still cal! their 
number and you will either be directly transferred to their Out 
of Hours service or there will be recorded instructions for you 
to follow. 


Wafk-in services 


Sprains I Cuts / Minor infections / Suspected breaks / 
Rashes / Strains 

If it’s not a life-threatening emergency, but you need medical 
attention quickly, go to your nearest walk-in service. You 
don’t need to make an appointment and you’ll be seen by 
healthcare professionals in a calm, relaxed setting. 

The Hackney NHS walk-in centre, at Homerton Hospital 
is open every day from 7am to midnight on weekdays, and 
9am to midnight at weekends. 

In Newham, the Vicarage Lane Health Centre GP-!ed 
walk-in service is open every day from 8am to 8pm, 

In Tower Hamlets, The Barkantine and St Andrews 
walk-in services are open every day from Sam to 8pm. 

In Waltham Forest, the Oliver Road Polyclinic is open every 
day from Sam to 8pm. 

Many A&E departments will pass you straight on to the 
nearest walk-in service or minor injuries unit, so you will 
save considerable time if you go straight there.
